TROUBLED COURSE 

The government of Premier Wm 
Aberhart in Alberta, a world pio- 
neer in seeking establishment of 
Social Credit, has travelled an 
creasingly troubled course since it 
took office Sept. 3, 1935. 

Mr. Aberhart has lost several 
ministers through resignations 
and dismissals and there has been 
considerable nisurgency in the 
ranks. The outcome will prob- 
ably be decided when the ad- 
journed session of the legislature 
resumes next month, 


In the federal political field the 
uncertainty of leadership of the 
Conservative party stands out as 
a feature of major interest.

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‘Hernia Or Rupture

While rupture is the common name, doctors 
call the condition “hernia.” 
When a patient is ruptured 
this means that a loop of in- 
testine is protruding through 
the muscular wall of the ab- 
domen 
In some cases, the wall is 
actually torn but more gen- 
erally it will be found that a 
¥ tear has not occurred but that 
F. McCoy a weak spot has developed 
which allows a part of the abdominal contents 
to thrust outward. A common form of hernia in 
men is the inguinal; in women, the femoral; 
and in children, the umbilical which is popularly 
called “a ruptured navel.” 

If a rupture can be pushed back inside the 
abdominal wall, it is called a reducible hernia;

important that rupture be

In such an event, there is a danger of stran- 
gulation. All cases of strangulation hernia re- 
quire immediate attention because of the pos- 
sibility of gangrene. In order to prevent the 
possibility of a more severe trouble it is there- 
fore a good plan to correct a rupture while it 
still may be pushed back where it belongs. 

In my experience I have found that if a 
is corrected early enough, the condition 
be completely overcome by 
is of treatment.

“If battle should at length die out of the 
world, then all joy would die out of life.” 

The above is not from an inmate of Ponoka. 
It is taken from the new German religion as 
enunciated by Dr. Jacob Wilhelm Hauer, radical 
professor of the Protestant theological faculty 
of Tuebingen University and former missionary 
to the heathen in India. 

Hauer has renounced orthodox Christianity. 
He recently apologized to an interviewer for 
having inadvertently used the word “God’. He 
wants a new Christianity purged of Semitic and 
Oriental ideas, holding these are in conflict with 
Germanic ideas. Following a week's conference 
of the German neo-Pagan groups held at Scarz- 
feld in the Harz Mountains he announced: 

“There is now only the German Faith Move- 
ment under my leadership.” 


The German Faith Movement has announced 
three principles as the basis of its creed. 

That the Movement desires the religious re- 
birth of the people out of the foundations of 
German character; 


That the dictates of the German fashion of 
life are, in their Divine sources, a command from 
the Eternal, and, 


That the Movement is to be bound in word 
and ceremony only by the command of the 
Eternal. 

All members of the new “church” must swear 
before a notary that they have no Negro or 
Jewish blood; do not belong to the Masons or 
other secret fraternity; and are not members of 
any religious body. 

From the German Faith Movement and its 
teachings comes the impulse to persecute ortho- 
dox religionists and to find expression for blood 
lust and battle in the aerial slaughter of the in- 
nocents in the beleagured Spanish cities.

The Ten Commandments act as a stumbling- 
block to those who wish to find self-expression 
in murder. Accordingly, Professor Hauer has 
replaced the ancient Decalogue of Moses with 
the following improved Commandments. In- 
stead of ten, the new German Commandments 
number but nine. They are: 

I. Honor the Deity, the world founda- 

tion 

Honor ancestors and grand-children. 
Honor the great of thy people. 
Honor thy parents. 

Keep yourself clean 

Be loyal to your people 

Do not steal. 

VIII. Be truthful. 

IX. Help the noble. 

The old-fashioned prejudice of the Ten Com- 
mandments against murder, adultery and covet- 
ousness are not in the new German Code. Ac- 
cording to Hauer, Christian ideas of marriage 
and love are wholly inacceptable to the modern 
German. Christianity, he says, failed to 
recognize the sacred nature of sex, which 
divine and above earthly control. Says Hauer: 

“Life brings out three great things: 
Battle, labor and love. We love battle. If battle 
should at length die out of the world, then all 
joy would die out of life. 

“We believe no more in the Holy Spirit; 
we believe in the Holy Blood. Today, neither 
St. Paul nor Jesus Himself could be a pastor 
in the church. 

“We believe in a God revealed to us 
through blood and conscience. Our Holy Land 
is no longer Rome and Palestine: for us the 
one and only Holy Land is Germany.”

ese Nordic pagans have published in the 
official Reich Peasants’ calender new festivals to 
take the place of the old Christian festivals. 

For Good Friday, the peasantry is advised to 
ponder on the 4500 Saxons slaughtered by Char- 
lemagne. Epiphany is to be the “Day of the three 
Asen”—three of the ancient Germanic gods. Ash 
Wednesday is changed to Ash Wotansday in 
honor of the pagan god Wotan. Easter is to 
celebrate Ostara, the goddess of Spring. Ascen- 
sion Day will celebrate the day when Thor stole 
back his hammer. Christmas Eve will celebrate 
Baldur's Light Birth, 

Writers for the new German Faith Move- 
ment do not all agree on details. 

Hanns Obermeister in his “Aryan Defence.” 
declares that Jesus and the apostles Peter and 
Paul, never existed. 

Wilhelm Teudt who in a book called “God 
Songs” has re-written the Psalms to suit the 
Nazi concept, declares that Jesus was of pure 
Aryan blood, and that “His whole spiritual being 
was foreign to Jews.”

A Day in Canadian History 


Five years from now the people 
of Montreal will celebrate the 300th 
anniversary of the founding of 
Villa Marie by Maisonneuve in 
1642, but before they do they will 
have to decide an important and 
interesting question. It has been 
generally accepted, and stated in 
historical records, that Montreal 
was founded on May 18. It is so 
stated on .the Maisonneuve monu- 
ment in Place d'Armes. But now 
a claim has been put forward that 
this is erroneous, and that the date 
should be May 17. That is the date 
recorded by Father Vimont, who 
officiated at the first religious serv- 
ice, and by Jeanne Mance, the

Frost, hail, drought and grass- 
hopper plagues should be suf- 
ficient hazards for the farmer to 
peal court added a further one 
when the appeal brought by the 
Canadian Indemnity Co, against 
the decision of Mr. Justice Frank 
Ford awarding Christopher A. Mc- 
Leod, St. Albert district farmer, 
$1,464, value of grain delivered to 
a grain company bonded by the 
insurance company, was allowed, 
and the decision of the lower 
court quashed. | 
In the written judgment hended | 

down by the court it was stated | 
that “It is most unfortunate that 
farmers are misled to their detri- 
ment by grain dealers, who hold 
themselves out as licensed and 
bonded grain dealers without dis- 
tinguishing between contracts in 
respect of which they are licensed 
and bonded and the contrects in 
respect of which they are not. 


QUESTION FOR PARLIAMENT 


“This is a question for pariiament | 
or legislature and not for the 
courts,” the judgment continues. 
“The fact remains that the obliga- 
tion of the surety is not enlarged 
by such conduct on the part of the} 
principals.” | 

The original action arose out of 
a judgment secured by Mr. Me- 
Leod against the Malden Feed and 
Seed Co. for $1,464 for oats deliv- 
ered to the company The judg- 
ment was not satisfied and action | 
was brought against the Canadian 
Indemnity Co. as surety for the 
company. 

The question dealt with by the 
Appeal court was whether the con- 
tract entered into between the 
Malden Feed and Seed Co. and Mr 
McLeod was made by the purchaser 
as a licensee | 

It was contended by the plaintiff} 
that once a grain dealer becomes a | 
licensee under the Canada Grain 
act all his contracts in respect of 
grain must be deemed to be made 
by him as such licensee. 


PROHIBITORY STATUTE 


The court held it wes clear that 
before anyone's unlimited right to} 
trade in grain or any other com- | 
modity can be successfully inter- | 
fered with there must be some pro- | 
hibitory legislative statute enacted | 
by competent legislative authority. | 
It seems clear the Dominion parlia- | 
ment is without legislative com-/ 
petence to so interfere with civil 
rights as to preclude the making of 
contracts in respect of grein except 
insofar as they become a matter of 
Dominion concern 


It is a matter of dominion con- | 
cern to exercise control over per- 
sons making contracts for purchase 
of western grain by reference to a 
grade name since such contracts | 
relate to grain for export trade, it 
being a matter of Dominion wide | 
interest that in the markets or the | 
world Canadian grain may measure 
up to known standards designated 
by grade name and numbers as | 
provided by the Canada Grain Act 

It cannot be said the making of | 
contracts without reference to 
grade names is a matter which 
comes within Dominion legislative | 
control. 


SECTION 149 

The court held that section 149 | 
of the Canadian Grain Act should | 
not be interpreted as to hold that 
parliament is attempting to do 
more than to require that persons 
making contracts which are of con- 
cern to the Dominion as a whole 
shall take out a Dominion license. | 

This contract did not intend that | 
it should be for the purchase of | 
grain by reference to any grade | 
name. The sale was not by sample, | 
but was a sale in bulk after inspec- | 
tion, and it follows that Malden | 
Feed and Grain Co., Ltd., did not} 
act as a licensee in the purchase | 
of the grain in question and that 
the plaintiff cannot succeed against | 
the defendant in the action, The | 
appeal was allowed.
